empowered to sell said grounds to the 
state of Illinois for such an amount as 
they may deem best for the interests of 
the county, provided said grounds shall 
be used as a site for the Soldiers' Home.

TUB Wabasn-All Quiet Here. 


The force of United States deputy mar- 


shals on duty in Decatur guarding Wa- 
bash property has been reduced from a 
dozen to four, only two of whom are De- 
catur men. There is no trouble here, tbe 
GO locked-out men conducting themselves 
in an orderly manner. The telegraph 
states that the situation at Moberly is 
growing critical and serious trouble is 
feared, There are a cumber of non-union 
men in the city ready to go to work, but 
the demonstrations and threats of the 
strikers frighten them. A large number 
of Winchester rifles arrived at Moberly 
yesterday, and are cow stored in the Wa- 
bash shops. The railroad officials have 
called upon the sheriff of Randolph coun- 
ty to assist in quelling the disturbance. 
The sheriffsaid he could do nothing; that 
if the marshal could not quell it, other 
means should be taken. Mayor Foley 
appointed 35 extra policemen, and says 
if quiet is not restored the state militia 
will be called upon. It is generally 
thought that Gov, Marmadnke will act 
with more caution than he did in the Se- 
dalia affair. 
Several strikers have been 


arrested and given jail sentences. Yes- 
terday the Knights of Labor cf Kansas 
City passed a seiiea of resolutions de- 
nouncing Judge Krekel, ot Kansas City, 
for jailing strikers. The council is in 
session two or three times a day. The 
people are generally with the strikers. 
The wives of the latter pelt the non union 
men with eggp, stones and clubs, and 
•more serious conflicts are likely to follow.

I had hoped to make It so vivid that you could 
hear the war-whoops of the four hundred 
Sioux who were to have been there In costume, 
and see the eagle plumes darting and quiver- 
ing in the war dance, just as plainly eg we 
who were there. Well, you can. Shut your 
eyes and draw on your Imagination, and you 
will be as well off ae we were, for that's all of 
the promised show we got. Perhaps the pict- 
ure was more delightfully horrible and blood- 
curdling with pome of us than tho reality 
would bsvc been: but people are hard to 
pleaEc, and I dare say some went home disap- 
pointed. J cannot soy I was of the latter, lor 
I have found that truth, if more wonderful 
than llctlon, Is equally more scarce, and tbat 
ihe hand-bills of a western town cf a dozen or 
two houses trill unrancate, especially If tbat 
hamlet wants to be a county seat and B city 
inside oi the nest forty-eight hours -or so.

They were some Indians from tho Sioux Res- 
ervation on the Missouri, going to visit their 
Sisseton klnfolks, but as they dlel not make 
their business public the Dctrolters were- 
panic stricken, and EO Brown county enjoyed 
a nine days' wonder. I had to go 25 miles from 
home to hear of our deadly peril. The'fur- 
ther I went ihe larger the story grew, till I 
was aimobt scared Into believing it myself. 
Now I almost fear to stir from the Hills lest 
I find that 1 have been murdered and scalped 
a month ago, and shall be Intimidated Into be- 
lieving that too.

lation to the coming crop of peaches: 


The past winter has fully demon- 


strated the unn'tness of the more 
northern latitudes for peach-grow- 
ing. 
From the Upper Ohio Valley 


and the Lake States there comes but 
one report. It tells of trees all dead, 
whole orchards, even in the mcst 
sheltered situations, having succumb- 
ed to the severe freezings. 
In New 


England there was much winter- 
killing, and the few surviving trees 
that bloomed were stripped of their 
blossoms by tbe late frosts of spring. 
New York and Pennsylvania showed 
a like experience. 
In Maryland, 


Delaware and 
New Jersey 
the 


peaches of commerce are grown. 
The bloom was good, and indications 
point to a crop slightly above the 
average. 
There was no injury from 


the frost and as yet none from in- 
sects or disease. 
The cold, back- 


ward spring, with late frosts, has in- 
jnred the otherwise favorable pros- 
pects in Virginia and North Caro- 
lina, 
Georgia 
and all the Gulf 


States report the condition unusually 
high. In the former State many 
correspondents claim that the out- 
look is for the largest crop ever 
grown. 
Tennessee end Kentucky 


likewise report very favorable con- 
ditions, while in the West and North- 
west the almost universal expression 
is "No blossoms," and "Trees dead."

KILLED ON SPIRIT LAK.B. 


Sudden Death of Arcos Conklln 


Yesterday in Iowa—Latest 


Farticularo, 


From Thuradov'B Daily. 


Amos Conklin, brother of A. W. Conk- 


lin, of this city, was struck by lightning 
on Spirit Lake, in Iowa, yesterday after- 
noon, and instantly killed. The news 
reached Deeatur nt 8.30 o'clock to-day, 
the telegram reading as follows: 


•SPIBIT LAKE, IOWA, July 8. 


A. W. CONKLIN, DECATCB, ILL.: Amoe 


killed by lightning on water. Body not 
found vet, Looking for it now. 
R E. PBAIT, 


No other information from Spirit Lake 


is at hand, but the full particulars will 
probably reach UB to-morrow, 


Immediately on receipt of the shocking 


news Mr. Conklin completed necessary 
arrangements, and at noon to-day he 
started for Spirit Lake, going by way of 
Chicago. He will arrive there to-morrow 
night at a late hour. 


The deceased was a native of Orange 


county, Indiana, and came to Decatut 
about 20 years ago. He was cged 47 
years, and leaves a wife and five sons, the 
eldest of whom is 19, the youngest less 
than 12 months. Mr. Conklin devoted 
the greater part of his life to farming and 
stock buying, and had accumulated prop- 
erty valued at 830,000 to 8-W,000. He 
held a lease on a section of the Hale land 
for fiva years, which he managed profit- 
ably by sub-letting it to tenant farmers. 
He owned land and various pieces of city 
property, having but recently prec'ed a 
store building on East Eldorado street, 
beyond the Illinois Central railroad. The 
deceased was a member o( the First M 
E. church.

and pleasure. Tbe party intended to 
attend the closing meeting at Clear Lake.

There was 
great confusion and excitement on shore. 
It was Borne minutes before it was known 
who was killed, and the doubt that ex- 
isted for a time created much alarm and 
anxiety among wives and relatives of 
those who were out in the boata. 


The search for the body of Mr. Conklin 


began at once. Grappling hooka were 
used, anii at 7 o'clock that evening the 
body was found not more than 10 feet 
from the point where it Bank. It was 
taken in charge by an undertaker, and 
Thursday morning at 9 o'clock it was 
expressed from Spirit Lake for Decatur. 


EQUAL EIGHTS TO ALL. 


Full Test of tne Bill Passed by tee Illi- 


nois Assembly. 


There is mere or leas talk about the 


city with reference to the civil rights bill 
recently passed by the Illinois Legisla- 
ture. It is sweeping in its s;ope, and 
places everybody on an equal footing. 
There are those who say they "will not 
violate any law if they know what it if," 
and that all may know what it ia we pub- 
lish the full text below: 


SECTION 1.—Be it enacted, etc., That a.l per- 


sons within the jurisdiction ol Enid s:ate shall 
be entitled to the lull and equal enjoyment of 
the accommodation, advantages, facilities 
and privileges ol 'tins, restaurants, eating- 
houses, barber-shops, public conveyances on 
land orwaur, theatres, and all other accom- 
modation and amusement, subject only to the 
limitations and conditions established by law 
and applicable to all citizens. 


SEL'. 2. 'Ibat any person who shall violate 


any ol the provls'ons of the foregoing section 
by denying to any citizen, except for reasons 
applical-fe alike to all citl/.ons of every raee 
and color, anil regardless of color or rnce the 
lull cnjoj meat ol any ol the accommodations, 
facilities or privileges in said section enumer- 
ated, or by aiding or Inciting such denial, shall 
lor each such ollense forfeit and pay a sum 
not lets than ?2j nor more than ?o(JU to tho 
person aggrieved thereby, to be received in 
any court ot competent jurisdiction, In the 
county where said olieuso was committed and 
shall also lor every such ollenne be deemed 
guilty ol a misdemeanor, anil upon conviction

Conklin, at Spirit Lake, Iowa, on the 
evening of Wednesday of this week. 
This forenoon at 10 o'clock the body ar- 
rived in Decatur on the Illinois Central 
railroad in charge of E. E. Pratt, who 
was accompanied by his wife. The other 
members of the Docatur party, including 
Mrs. Amos Conklin p.ud children, F. L, 
Wood and family, will probably arrive 
to-night on the P., D. Js E. by way of Pe- 
oria. 


Relatives of the deceased with Under- 


taker Bullard were at the train, and the 
body was removed to the house, It was 
embalmed and ia now at the family resi- 
dence, No. 453 West Prairie street. The 
deceased looks aa natural as life, the fea- 
tures appearing smooth as if he had fallen 
asleep, 


FDBTHEE IMBTICCLAES. 


The REPUBLICAN reporter had a talk 


with Mr. Pratt, who gave the details as 
to the manner of Mr. Conklin'a death. 
The Deoatur party, with a number of 
people from various points in the coun- 
try, were encamped at Arnold's Betreat, a 
resort on the lake, two milea from the 
town of Spirit Lake. It was the habit 
of the men in the party to spend most of 
each day 011 the lake fishing, It is a 
sheet of water five miles ia length and 
three to five miles wide. 
In front of the 


hotels and camp tents on the shore there 
are boat landings which reach out 100 
feet into the lake. On Wednesday aftci- 
noon there were four dillerent boats from 
these landings out on the lab.1, occupied 
by parties fishing. There were two per- 
sons in ench boat. In one Ames Conklin 
and Rev. James Orr, a preacher from 
DeJavan; ia another, a Mr, Hall and 
friend, in another, Rev, Mr. Stover and 
Cort Cain; iu the fourth, Frank L. Wood 
and K, E. Pratt. The weather was fine, 
nnd there WHS no indication of n blow or 
storm until after -i o'clock, when the 
bouts were 200 to 300 yards apart, and 
not within hailing distance. When the 
wind sprang up, nnd the boats began to 
roclr, with the whits cnp<j piling up rnp- 
idly, all the fbheriaen by common in- 
stinct gathered up their fishing tackle 
and commenced p'illiog for the landings. 
The sun was shining, and there was no 
obscuration of the sky except by one clouc', 
No rain fell, but the wind was brisk and 
steady. 
Mr. Hall and his friend reached 


the lauding in safety, and Mr. Conklin 
and Mr. Orr, with the latter rowing 
and the former seated in the stern, 
were within twenty feet of their landinp, 
when suddenly there came a blinding 
lash of lightning, which struck Mr, 
jonklin, killing him instantly.

Conklin wore a straw hat. The lightning 
truck him on the brim of the hat, close 
o the right side of his face, passing down 
hrough his whiskers, which were burned, 
and making a long blue streak on hia 
ight breast, at the lower part of which is 
a large raw place, the size of a silver dol- 
ar. When struck Mr. Conklin threw up 
loth hands and fell over backwards into 
en feet of water, Rev. Orr was badly 
hocked by the lightning and was partly 
Rraljzed. He fell out of the boat. The 
oat nearly filled with water but did not 
ink, ar.d Bev. Orr ae he came np made a

To Save irom Drowning. 


This is the season for swimming-, and 


thus far there has been one case of 
drowning, It is important to know how 
to act promptly and effectively in case of 
drowning, and information aa to how a 
drowning person should be approached, 
or made to disengage himself, if essential 
to the safety of the one who attempts 
rescue, is not out of place. In all seasons 
people lose their lives by drowning. In 
traveling by water or boating for pleas- 
ure, they are constantly liable to acci- 
dents. The following advice should be 
remembered: 


To save a person from drowning an- 


proach from behind and take hold of hia 
wriotp, If he tioundera very mnch and 
endangers your own life, loose your hold 
until he is partially exhausted, and take 
hold of bu wrists agnin, taking care to 
keep his month above the suaface of the 
water. To loose the hold of a drowning 
person, dislocation from the thumb, a 
sort nf slipping from the grasp by bend- 
ing the thumb up, is the best method. If 
ho ciitchee you around the waist, put 
youi fingers iu hia nostrils and bend his 
head back until released, 


caurcfc Etiquette. 


The church of God is no place for dirt, 


filth, tobacco or dogs. When yon go to 
church wait at the door for the usher to 
seat you, as he can nearly always give you 
a more pleasant place than yon can find 
for yourself. Never hunt for B seat in 
time of the opening prayer, but wait at 
the door till the prayer is ended. It yen 
give consent to the usher to seat yon, do 
not then eeat yourself unless you are will- 
ing to be slighted by the usher neit time 
and hunt your own seats as best you oim, 
If yon prefer to occupy the end of the 
seat in the aisle, rise np and step out of 
the pew and let the person or persons 
pass in, and then take your seat again; 
but do not compel persons to orawl 
around yon as best they onn. This prac- 
tice looks bad ia a gentleman, but far 
worse in a person calling herself a lady. 
Courtesy wonld require you, however, in 
such instances, to take the inside of the 
seat, Do not whisper unless yon be par- 
ticularly known by the ushers and minis- 
ter. Do not slight the poor as you pass 
in or out of the chnrch. Eemember God 
looks at the heart end not at the clothing, 
Do not open and close your watch from 
time to time, as much as to say to the 
minister, "My dinner is ready and I am 
hungry." All Christians should at least 
bow their beads in time of prayer.

The Soldiers' Home. 


The commissioners appointed by 


the Governor to select a site for the 
location of the Soldiers' and Sailors' 
Home met at Springfield yestsrday 
and organized by electing Col. Barry 
of Qaincy President. 
The follow- 


ing action was had: 


Resolved, That all applications for lo- 


cation of the Soldiers' and Sailors' Home 
ba made in writing to the Board at 
SpringQsld, and shall be filed in the of- 
fi-:e of the Governor by August 1, and no 
application will be received or consid- 
ered after that date. 


Resolved, That suoh applications as do 


not show that the proposed site corres- 
ponds substantially with the require- 
ments of the statute will not be oonaid- 
ered, and each application must be so au- 
thenticated as to entitle it to credit. 


Resolved, That this board will visit 


such localities as file proper applications, 
at which visit proposals will be received 
and sites inspected. 
. The commission adjourned to meet 
in Springfield Aug. 3.' It was visited 
yesterday by several delegations, and 
dined last evening at the invitation 
of Gov. Oglesby. 


Decatur will take action at once 


and file the proper documents. The 
commission may be expected in De- 
catur in August. 


The bill provides in section 2 that 


the site shall comprise not less than 
40 nor more than 320 acres of land, 
and in section 4 that the location 
shall be at such place as shall be at 
the same time most economical to 
the State, and best adapted to the 
wants of the institution, having re- 
gard, in the selection, to elevation, 
sawerage and drainage, and abun- 
dant supply of living water, facili- 
ties of access, the quality of the soil 
and the price asked for the land. 


Section 0 provides : "The said 


commissioners are empowered and 
authorized to receive, in behalf and 
for the benefit of the State, any do- 
nations of money, personal property, 
or real estate, offered for the purpose 
of aiding in the establishment of 
such home and for the future main- 
tenance and comfort of disabled and 
indigent soldiers, sailors and mari- 
ners, but such donations shall not be 
received as consideration for the lo- 
cation of such home at any particu- 
lar place." 


The sum of §200,000 is appropri- 


ated for the purpose of erecting the 
buildings, &c, but not more than 
§10,000 of that amount is to be ex- 
pended in the purchase of a site and 
the expenses incurred in locating.

Brookville (Canada; Times which con- 
tain long accounts of the close of the 
Eiel rebellion, detailing the experiences 
ol many of the Canadians who were pris 
oners of Big Bear and other Indians for 
many weeks. Among the prisoners was 
George Mann, brotber-in-law of Mrs. N. 
Hseenuan, of this city. His occupation 
is that of a fain instructor at Frog Lake. 
Mr. Mann and his wife and children with 
21 other white people were in charge of 
the 300 Indians, and Big Bear led them a 
winding and rough journey to elude the 
pursuit of the Canadian troops who final- 
ly secured the release of the prisoners, 
One account in the Times, snys: "The 
Indians gave. Mr. McLean u ccuple of 
poniea and Mr, Mann one. The smaller 
children were carried on these, but the 
women and young ladies, as on the way 
out, had to tramp on foot, crossing 
through the muskeg at Lower Lake where 
the General turned back, the young wo- 
men up to their shoulders in muj and 
water. * » "• It took two days and a half 
to reach Loon Lake. No provisions were 
given them by the Indians, and the party 
had to subsist on a few rabbits killed 
with sticks."
